2. The indication of allowable subject matter set forth in the non-final rejection of 
6/30/05, page 4, paragraphs 6-8 is repeated for the reasons of record. All of the 102 
and 103 rejections set forth in the non-final rejection of 6/30/05, pages 5-8, paragraphs 
9-15 are repeated for the reasons of record. 



4. Applicant's arguments set forth in the response of 1 0/3/05 has been carefully 
considered but is deemed unpersuasive. 

Applicant has argued that Green fails to disclose that the silica particles are 
partially embedded in the outside surface of the elastomeric article. However, Green 
discloses that the silica particles are dispersed in a PVA binder. Therefore, at least 
some of the silica will be embedded in the surface through random motion of the 
particles.
